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FIREMEN WERE CAUGHT

Chief Horan, of Chicago Fire 
Department, and Several of 
His Officers Victims -- The 
Fire at Philadelphia Said to 
Have Been Incendiary and 
Arrests Will Be Made.

Chicago, December 22.—Fire Chief 
James Horan, Assistant, Chief William 
J. Burroughs and twenty-four men 
were killed under falling walls in a 
million-dollar fire at the Stock Yards 
plant of Morris & Co. early today. 
Fifteen .firemen were seriously in- 
jured, including two captains, who may 
die. 

The bodies of nineteen, including, 
that of Chief Horan, had been taken 
from the ruins at 10:30 o'clock tonight, 
The list of dead includes the chief, as- 
sistant chief, two captains, five lieu- 
tenants, thirteen city firemen, two 
private firemen and a railroad em- 
ployee. 

Mayor Busse spent ten hours per- 
sonally directing the search for the 
body of Chief Horan, who had been a 
life-long friend. A railroad wrecking 
train with derricks and steam shovels 
was used to clear away the burning 
ruins. 

Fire Creaksa Out Afresh. 

The tire broke oyt afresh at 8 
o'clock tonight, after it had taxed the 
strength of the fire department for 
sixteen hours. Acting Chief Seiferlich 
sent a general call to outlying sta- 
tions for fresh men. These, aided by 
police reserves, continued the fight on 
the fire and the search for bodies of 
the dead. 

Insurance men said that the killing 
of the chief and his men was not due 
to an ammonia’ tank explosion as first 
supposed, but to the expansion of eold 
alr in the beef warehouse due to the 
heat from the fire. This, it is said, 
forced the four-story wall to give way 
and fall. 

Apparently maddened by the death 
of their chief, who was popular in the 
department, firemen threw themselves 
reckless:y into the work of clearing 
away the fallen wall. 

More than fifty dropped from ex- 
haustion and were carried back from 
the intense heat of the burning ware- 
house. 

Despite the work of many engine 
crews, the fire continued to burn stub- 
bornly all day and night. . Thousands 
of people thronged into the stock 
yards, and the police kept spectators 
back from the danger line with great 
difficulty, 

Scenes Most Pathetic. 

Not since the days following the 
Iroquois fire, which, like the disaster 
of today, was a holiday-time horror, 
have such pathetic scenes attended a 
fire in Chicago. 

‘The bodies of victims were taken to 
undertaking rooms on West Forty- 
third street near the fire. Widows and 
children of the dead men, white-faced 
and frantic, crowded into the place. The 
bodies were so badly mutilated in most 
cases the police would not permit the 
reiatives to view them. 

Mayor Busse, greatly affected by the 
death of Chief Horan, called a special 
meeting of the city council, which con- 
vened late in the afternoon. A com- 
mittee of fifteen aldermen was selected 
to take charge of the relief work for 
the families of the dead and to make 
funeral arrangements. 

At the same time, a meeting was 
held at the Chicago Club, at which 
Wealthy business men started a relief 
fund. Theater managers also prepared 
to hold benefit performances. 

14 MEN DEAD AND 40 HURT 

IN THE FIRE AT PHILADELPHIA 

Philadelphia, December 22.—Four- 
teen firemen and policemen are knowa 
to be dead, and more than forty are in 
hospitals suffering from injuries from 
which some will not recover, as the 
result of the collapse of the walls of 
the burning five-story factory of Da- 
vid Friedlander, dealer in leather 
remnants at 1116-1120 Bodine street. 
The ice-bound ruins are still betng 
searched for the body of Charles Edle- 
man, who is Known to be dead, and 
to discover, if possible, the bodies of 
Several other firemen who are reported 
missing. 

William Glazier, who was heid fast 
in the ruins for more than thirteen 
hours, is in the hospital suffering from 
pheumonia, but at a late hour tonight 
his condition was reported to be 
greatiy improved and the physicians 
have hopes of saving his life. 

He Wanted His Legs. 

Pinned béneath an immense iron 
girder, Glazier gave one of the great- 
est exhibitions of fortitude on record. 
When he was found alive, held down 
by tons of debris, physicians wanted 
to amputate his legs in order that he 
night be removed. He protested, say-

New York,: December. 22.—"Federal 
regulation has..put the railroads of 
this country in the position of not 
having sufficient means vr credit to 
go ahead with their work of develop- 
ment,” declared mobert Mather, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
turing Company and well Known 4s a 
railway executive, when called before 
the railroad securities commission to- 
day. Continuing, he said: 

“In my judgment whenever the gov? 
ernment authorities go so far as to 
regulate the question of rates and 
when such rates do not permit the 
company to operate under average 
economy so as to earn enough money 
to maintain the credit which is so 
essential in the operation of a rail- 
road system, I believe the government 
should go further and lend the credit 
of the country in order to produce 
sufficient credit for the railroads in 
looking after their needs. 

“Government regulation has no 
right to stop now and let the rail- 
—s flounder out of their difficul- 
ties.”’ 

Mr. Mather said that while extend- 
ing federal regulation was having the 
effect of making first-class railroad 
securities very excellent investments, 
it also hag the effect of making sec- 
ond-class securities upon which rail- 
roads are most dependent for the rais- 
ing of money for additions and exten- 
sions less desirable for Investment’ 
purposes. 

Mr. Mather contended that if the 
proper publicity were given the finan- 
clal operations of -fratiroads there 
Would not be so many instances of un- 
wise investments. 

Frank Trumbull, chairman of the 
board of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railway Company, said that his sym- 
pathies were all with fedéral regula- 
tion, not because of its bearing on 
rates, but because of public interest. 
Railroad men, he said, have come to 
the conclusion that they must com- 
mang themselves to the public as well 
as to each other. 

Mr. Trumbull said he was in favor 
of having a physical valuation of the 
railroads of the country, but he was 
doubtful of the course to pursue. 

At the conclusion of today’s session 
it was announced that the next meet- 
ing of the commission will be held in 
Chicago on January 23.

Washington, December 22.—Of the 
92,000,000 people in the Unted States 
more than 28,500.000 reside in cities 
exceeding 25,000 in . population, as 
shown by a recapitulation issued to- 
dav by the census bureau.

TRADE WAR URGED 


WITH GERMANY 


| Because of Her Action in 
Regard to Potash. 


| 
Fertilizer Interests Have No 
| Hope of Amicable Agreement 
| and Are Urging Measure of 
| Reprisal and Retaliation by 
United States.

Washington, December 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The last hope of an amicable 
agreement with Germany. over the 
potash dispute seems to have been 
abandoned and the talk now deals 
with measures of retaliation and re- 
prisal. | 

The seriousness of the situation is 
now generally appreciated and it may 
be stated that the dispute is giving 
the president and the state depart- 
ment deep concern. 

The American interests which have 
been flagrantly and pointedly dis- 
criminateqd against by Germany are 
demanding the protection of the ad- 
ministration. They have millions at 
stake and claim that tney have been 
flouted by the German imperial gov- 
ernment and their overtures utterly 
ignored. 

Chance to Test Yariff Law. 

This ic the first onportunity offered 
to test the effectiveness of the penalty 
in the Payne-Aldrich tariff 

is generally conceded 
that the law is now on trial. 
Under 28 provisions President 
Taft would be entitled to deny to Ger- 
many the rrivilege enjoyed by favored 
nations of the minimum rates 
of duty fixed in the law, and to apply 
to German imports into. the United 
States tne maximum tariff duties, 
which are 25 per cent more than the 
minimum. 

This maximum and minimum clause 
was put in the tariff law to meet just 
the emergency that now exists, and 
enable us to retaliate upon nations 
which discriminate against American 
traders. The details of the potash con- 
troversy and the discrimination against 
American fertilizer and chemical inter- 
ests are now very generally under- 
stood. : 

Robert S. Bradley, of Boston, one of 
the committee of five who went to Ger- 
many with an agent of the state de- 
partment to endeavor to reach some 
agreement, has been in Washington | 
the past few days in conference with 
members of congress and the state 
department on the subject.

The reply of Milton Whitney, chief 
of’ the bureau of soils of the United 
States department of agriculture, sup- 
plies information here made public for 
the first time. Mr. Whitney says: 
“The Tifton soils were first mapped 
in the vicinity of Tifton, Tift county, 
Ga. The local name ‘Tifton’ was adopt- 
ed to designate this particular group of 
soils characterized’ by an abundance of 
small pebbles or iron concretions scat- 
tered over the surface and dissemin- 
ated throughout the soils. The subsoil 
of the ‘Tifton’ has a characteristic yel- 
low color and an excellent friable 
structure admirably suited to the re- 
tention of moisture in amounts favor- 
able to healthful plant growth. These 
soils, including mainly a sandy loam 
type, are locally styled ‘pimply (pebbly) 
land,’ and we are mapping them the 
same wherever we find them through- 
out their belt of occurrence, which is 
that portion of south Georgia lying 
to the north and west of the Fiat 
Woods district, and to the south of 
the Piedmont division of the state. 
“It might be interesting to note that 
these ‘pimply lands’ have come into 
agricultural prominence in compara- 
tively recent years. In a number of 
counties this land is just beginning to 
be used, especially where the turpen- 
tining and lumbering industries have 
pretty well passed over.

Captain Bernard Frederick Trench, of 
the British Royal Marine infantry, and 
Lieutenant Vivian H. Brandon, of the 
royal navy, were today found guilly 
of espionage upon the German fortifi- 
cations at Borkum and sentenced each 
to four years’ imprisonment in a for~ 


tress. 

The British spies were arrested at 
Borkum on August 22 and 23, and 
until the opening of their trial yes- 
terday were held in separate cellg at 
the prison in Leipsic. 

Brandon, who was first taken into 
custody, is a brother-in-law of Sir 
William Bull. 'M. P. Trench is a 
grandson of Lord AshtoWn and a de- 
scendant of Archbishop Trench. When 
arrested both admitted 
had come’ to Germany to collect infor- 
mation which they intended to place 
at the disposal of the British govern- 
ment. 

In the course of his pleadings today 
the state’s attormey pointed out the 
great extent of the espionage of; 
Trench and Brandon, and the danger| 
thereby to the vital interests of Ger- 
many and the country’s defenses. How- 
ever, he said that the fact that the 
prisoners were foreigners operating in 
the interests of their own country, and 
that they had not endeavored to in- 
duce German subjects to betray na- 
tional secrets, and, moreover, practt- 
cally had confessed their guilt, were 
regarded by the German authorities 
as mitigating circumstances. 

When apprehendeg it is alleged that 
the men were taking flashlight pic- 
tures of the fortification at Borkum 
and that they had  0o)tained also 
photographs of the defenses in course 
of construction on the island of Wan- 
geroog, in the North sea near the en- 
trance to Jado bay.

Editor Constitution: In all towns 
there should be a rigidly enforced code 
of stringent statutes relating to the 
construction of buildings of all sorts. 
Such a code is only secondary in im- 
portance to a town’s sanitary affairs. 

Recently the town of Copper Hill, 
Tenn.,. was nearly destroyed by fire. 
The cause was a red-hot stove in a 
hastily and too economically con- 
structed house. The total loss in this 
fire was in excess of a hungred thou- 
sand dollars. The night following that 
of the first another conflagration, 
caused by the previous one, swept 
the major portion of what was left. All 
this ruin because there was no com- 
munal law of any sort and, of course, 
no laws regulating pbuilding, and 
economy of an intemperate. kind was 
permitted to go its own way when 
the place began to assume the size of 
a town. 

The obvious point is this: Stringent 
building laws, a city government alive 
to the importance thereof and manly 
enough to rigidly enforce them. 

Should there be a town in this (or 
any other state) without such laws 
they had best do some legislating 
along these lines at once attesting a 
helief in the old saying: “An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.”

We, the members of the Grand Jury, empanel- 
ed, chosen and sworn for the November Term of 
the Fulton Superior Court, respectfully submit 
hese general presentments: 

Fulton County Jail—On account of the former 
Grand Jury criticising the condition @f the Ful- 
ton County Jail we made a thorough investiga- 
tion of the jail building proper, and, judging 
from the condition we found: it in, evidently the 
criticism of the former Grand Jury had had the 
proper effect. We found the interior of same all 
newly painted and everything as clean as could 
be exnected at a place of that kind. 

Upon investigation we find that occasionally 
lunatics aod others have been confined in tie 
Fulton County Jail, and there held an unreason- 
able length of time without having warrants com- 
mitting them acted upon speedily, as, of course, 
should always be done in every case. We, there- 
fore, recommend as a means of obviating this 
State of affairs, that the Sheriff furnish to the office 
of the Solicitor General, and the Solicitor of the 
Crimina! Court of Atlanta every fifteen days a list 
of prisoners therein confined, and how long they 
have remained in the jail, and the offenses for which 
committed, and such other information in tae 
knowiedge of the Sheriff as will enable the So- 
Hicitor Genera] and the Solicitor of the City 
Court to take such steps as may be necessary 
to have the charges pending against such in- 
mates speedify. taken up and disposed of. To 
the end that the jail may be kept as clean as 
possible and expenses reduced. 

Justice of Peace--We repeat the recommenda- 
tion of our predecessors, concerning the abolition 
of Justice of the (Peace Courts in the City of 
Atlanta, and the substitution, in their stead, of a 
municipal, or some form of inferior court or- 
ganized upon some such plan as that suggested 
by Representative Walter McElreath. 

The Justice Courts are tribunals in which the 
rights of the weak and most defenseless are 
passed upon, and more people come into actual

WHEAT MADE ADVANCE 
ON WEATHER REPORTS 
Less Moisture Than Expected 
in Southwest--Corn and Oats 
Up---Provisions. Lower. 


Chicago, December 22.—Because of 
less moisture than expected in the 
drought district southwest, wheat 
prices tightened up today. The close 
was at a net gain of 1-4 to 5-8c. Corn 
finished with an advance of 3-8@1-2c 
to 5-8@3-4c over last night and oats 
with 1-8 to 1-8@1-4c. In provisions 
there was a decline of 71-2 to 15c, 
compared with 24 hours previous. 

An official forecast of fair and cold- 
er weather for the southwest tomor- 
row helped materially to bring about 
the buying of wheat on the part of 
traders who had sold short yesterday. 
There was also considerable purchas- 
ing by the leading longs. ssened 
offerings from Argentina made Eu- 
ropean markets firm and thus had a 
similar effect here. Reports, too, 
were practically unanimous that 
lighter receipts were in prospect at 
primary points in this country. In 
consequence, little attention was giv- 
en to the fact that the stock at Kan- 
sas City had become the largest on 
record there for this time of year and 
that the accumulation at Minneapolis 
had increased 800,000 bushels in five 
days. Speculators’ minds centered al- 
most wholly gen the idea that the 
storm had gone on east without hav- 
ing settled conclusively the question 
of probable future damage to the 
winter crop, let alone having applied 
a fairly complete remedy for injury 
already inflicted. Some improvement 
in the flour trade at Minneapolis was 
noted and Kansas City reported the 
first foreign inquiry for that article 
in two months. With no bearish de- 
velopments in sight, the market clos- 
ed firm at nearly the top figures of 
the session. Fluctuations in the May 
delivery were between 95 5-S8c.. and 
96 8-8@1-2c. with the finish 5-8c. up 
at 96 1-8@8 1-4c. 

Drought in the Argentine and wet 
weather in this country, were both 
factors in advancing quotations for 
corn. Liverpool did some buying here 
and shorts and local speculators fol- 
lcwed. Country sales were somewhat 
lighter. May ranged from 471-2 to 
47 7-8c. closing steady at 473-4@ 
7-8c., a net gain of 3-8@1-2c. 

Trade in oats was of such a holi- 
day sort, that the market, much of 
the time, was almost stationary. May 
varied from 34 to 841-8c. and closed 
1-8c. up at 341-8c.

During the three months they were 
together Baldwin gave Mrs. Turnbull 
about $125 in money and bought her 
only'a pair of shoes and ea few sou- 
venir trinkets.

In a letter dated early in 1894, Mrs. 
Turnbull wrote: 

“My baby’ is a girl—Beatrice Bald- 
win—little Miss Lucky, for she has her 
father’s disposition to a ‘T.’”

ported him missing. Brandon had ex- 
posed himself freely in quest of news 
and a report of his death or injury 
would surprise no one. His horse was 
shot under him near here three weeks 
ago and he was wounded twice in the 
recent battle of Cerro Prieta, neither 
wound, however, being serious. 

Waiting fer Reinforcements. 

The bearer of the news given out is 
the only person who has returned from 
the front proper in the tast week. He 
ajso inquired for A. F. Sommerfield, 
who went to the front ten days ago as 
interpreter for a newsprs-er man and 
remained behind to cover details when 
the latter returned to Chihuahua, but 
could iearn nothing concerning him. 

General tiernandez, talking to a cor- 
respondent, stated thac General Na- 
Varro had orderea ro remain at 
Pedernales, pending the arrival of re- 
inforcements. <As is well known now, 
the first of these started by train 
from Chihuaiuua last Saturday. and 
Were shot to pieces and turned batk 
at Mal Paso on Sunday. The unin- 
jured of this detachment, numbering 
probably thirty, returned to Bustillus 
and are still there. Todav 160 addi- 
tional men ook trains San An- 
tonio, to which point the government 
controls the line, and another 160 
Started to march the distance. 

General Hernandez said he had re- 
ceived 4 rumor that Pasquale Oroszeo, 
flelad chief of the revorutionists, was 
Killed at Mal Faso, but he admitted 
that this was only a rumor. 

Diez Rushes Reinforcements, 

One thousand government troops ar- 
rived here last night and started by 
railroad today for San Antonio, which 
ig 10 miles from the recent battle at 
Wal Paso. The outfit includes a bat- 
tery of light artillery and one rapid- 
fire gun. Another thousand men are 
due here tonight
